BAGHDAD Vice President Joe Biden flew into 
Iraq on Monday to assure Iraqis the U.S. is 
not abandoning them as it stops combat op- 
erations, a milestone in the 7 1/2-year war the 
Obama administration is trying to end. 

Biden will hold talks with Iraqi leaders 
amid a political deadlock almost six months 
after an inconclusive election in March over 
forming the next government, the White 
House said. 

The impasse has turned Tuesday’s end of 


the U.S. combat mission, and accompanying 
reduction in troop levels in Iraq to 50,000, 
into something of a gamble as political ten- 
sions simmer and attacks by insurgents per- 
sist. 

“In short, we are determined to build a 
long-term partnership with the government 
of Iraq and with the Iraqi people, but to build 
a partnership you need a partner,” said Tony 
Blinken, Biden’s national security adviser. 

“And so the vice president I’m sure will also 
in his meetings talk about the government 


formation process when he meets Iraq’s lead- 
ers,” Blinken told reporters in Baghdad. 

Meeting the Tuesday deadline allows Presi- 
dent Obama to say he is fulfilling a pledge to 
war-weary voters to end the war launched by 
his predecessor as Obama’s fellow Democrats 
seek to retain control of Congress in elections 
in November. 

The 50,000 U.S. soldiers remaining up to 
a full U.S. withdrawal next year will train and 
assist Iraqi security forces as they battle Sunni 
Islamist insurgents and counter Shiite militia. 


They still represent a formidable force. 

Overall violence in Iraq has fallen sharply 
since the peak in 2006-07 the sectarian 
slaughter unleashed after the 2003 U.S.-led 
invasion, but levels of violence remain high. 

Two rockets or mortar rounds landed late 
Monday in Baghdad’s fortified Green Zone 
where government offices and embassies, in- 
cluding that of the U.S., are located, Interior 
Ministry and police sources said. There was 
no immediate information on casualties or if 
the attack had been close to the U.S. embassy

Your picks for 
worst bus routes 

Few riders e-mailed votes for Going Public’s fourth annual Rotten 
Route contest to celebrate, or rather castigate, the worst bus route 
of the fleet— maybe because some riders switched to trains or others 
have sweetened on their ride. 

This after riders braced for the worst in February, when the CTA 
announced it was cutting nine express bus routes and reducing the 
frequency of service of more than 75 percent of its bus lines. But rider- 
ship dipped only 3.6 percent, about 6.7 million rides, from January 
through July compared with the same time last year. 

As of Friday, GP has ridden 70 bus routes, slightly more than half 
the CTA’s fleet, from start to finish. Each line has its own flaws — 
some need fewer stops or quicker driver changes. Others suffer from 
bus bunching or poor placement of stops. 

GP looks at four of the e-mailed nominees for the Rotten Route 
contest and makes suggestions for improvement. 

» No. 53-Pulaski: “Every day this bus is packed,” wrote Willie Chat- 
man, 34, of Elmwood Park. 

GP says: GP rode the No. 53 bus from start to finish this month. The 
bus was packed and several riders threw garbage to the floor. There 
should be more buses and drivers need to enforce the rules better. 

» No. 55-Garfield: “Bus bunching? Check. Waiting for over half an 
hour for a bus when it’s below zero outside? Check,” wrote Diana 
Hanan, 31, of Uptown. 

GP says: The express version of the No. 55 bus was eliminated in Feb- 
ruary and the bus saw its own frequency reduced. The situation seems 
to be more dire in places such as Hyde Park, where there aren’t many 
transit options. Frequency should be increased. 

» No. 79-79th Street: “Most of the time three buses come at once, 
no matter where along its route from [the} lakefront to Ford City 
Mall. The bus is always overcrowded,” wrote Christina Smith, 20, of 
Bronzeville. 

GP says: Oh, the Southwest Side. This section of town needs more 
transportation choices, and bus bunching isn’t the answer. No. 79 
buses should be spaced out more, but the CTA should look at how to 
improve bus service in the area as the agency prepares to extend the 
Orange Line. 

» No. 151 -Sheridan: “Free-riding seniors get on and off for all of one 
stop. And since they mooooove so slooooowly causing the Bus 
Tracker to fall behind in this stretch even though the seniors will be 
the first ones to complain about why the buses are so late,” wrote 
Robert Gorski, 57, of Edgewater. 

GP says: The problem isn’t the senior citizens. The problem is that 
there are too many stops on the North Side. Some stops should be 
consolidated so this bus can run more smoothly

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LONG ROAD HOME 

RESUMING OLD LIFE OFTEN DIFFICULT FOR TROOPS RETURNING FROM WAR

When Katherine West returned home to Chicago last year, she expected to re- 
sume the life she had before she went on active duty in the Army in 2003. Before 
she spent 18 months in Korea and 15 in Iraq. But that didn’t happen. 

“I didn’t realize how much I had changed until I got home,” said West, 28, a 
veteran who lives in South Shore and was discharged last year. 

For many of the country’s enlisted, including West, coming home from war in 
Iraq and Afghanistan is stressful, challenging and overwhelming— particularly after 
having put their lives on hold as friends in their 20s and 30s moved on. Some find it 
difficult to relate to others and rebuild relationships they left behind because their 
war experiences changed them. Many feel behind the curve as they start pursuing 
degrees after friends already have graduated from college. 


Their stories are in the spotlight this week 
as President Obama is set to deliver a speech 
on America’s wars Tuesday the deadline he 
set to cease combat operations in Iraq. The 
U.S. now has fewer than 50,000 troops in the 
country; they are focused on training Iraqi 
troops. Earlier this month, the majority of 
combat troops withdrew ahead of the dead- 
line. 

What lies ahead for those troops leaving 
Iraq varies depending on the status of their 
military assignments and the length of their 
enlistment periods. Troops can be discharged, 
deactivated or transferred. They can re-enlist 
or even be redeployed. 

For those returning home after months of 
fighting in combat, making the transition to 
civilian life can be a challenge. They must deal 
with the effect their tours of duty had on their 
relationships with friends, family and signifi- 
cant others. It can take years to readjust, vet- 
erans said. 

West thought her transition would be 
smooth. “I wasn’t going to have any issues 
because I had all my paperwork in order and 
I was going back to school,” said West, a vet- 
erans’ liaison at DePaul University’s Office of 
Veteran Affairs. 


“But what I noticed was when things start- 
ed slowing down and you’re out of that fast- 
paced military life, that’s when reality hits and 
you really start having to deal with all your 
emotions you pushed down for so long,” she 
said. Her symptoms of post-traumatic stress 
disorder began to intensify once she returned 
home. She was hyper-alert and anxious. 

Families of troops should be aware read- 
justment takes time and patience, said Judith 
Broder, founder of the nonprofit group The 
Soldiers Project, in which licensed mental 
health professionals offer free counseling to 
military service members and their families. 

Not all veterans have problems, of course. 
But for some the transition into civilian life 
can be difficult. 

“Many of them know it’s not going to be 
the same,” said Hans Buwalda, a Fogan Square 
therapist who provides counseling services to 
veterans. “But I know many do not realize 
how difficult it’s going to be.” 

Friends grow apart 

As much as they might have hoped things at 
home wouldn’t change while they were gone, 
some veterans said they drifted away from 
friends and, upon returning, felt left behind.

“When you’re in the military time seems 
to kind of stand still for you,” said Paul Fo- 
retto, now a discharged Marine Corps staff 
sergeant. Foretto was in Iraq from August 
2004-April 2005 and again from February- 
September 2008. 

“I’m 29 years old, trying to get my associ- 
ate’s {degree}. A lot of my friends are married, 
have a kid. I don’t even have a girlfriend,” said 
Foretto, who lives in Uptown. “You’re playing 
catch-up, or at least you feel like you are.” 

His closest friends have celebrated his 
return, helped him find an apartment and 
pushed him to go back to school. Still, Fo- 
retto found meeting new people and build- 
ing relationships to be challenging— with 
the exception of befriending fellow veterans 
at Truman College, where he is majoring in 
history Many of his classmates who are not 
war veterans are younger 20 -somethings, 
and it can be hard to find things in common 
with them, he said. 


Weston Polaski, discharged as a lance cor- 
poral in the Marines in 2009, returned home 
to find the world had gone on without him. 
“When I left, everyone was still in college 
and when I got back everyone graduated 
and moved on with their lives,” said Polaski, 
27, who lives in Rogers Park and is attending 
Northeastern Illinois University 

Friends can grow apart, he said. “They’ll 
never understand what it was about, why we 
did it, the whole experience in general,” said 
Polaski, who was in Iraq from March-Octo- 
ber 2007. 

Family ties 

While it can be hard for veterans to cope with 
being home, supportive families can make the 
reintegration back to their so-called normal 
lives much easier. 

“My family and I grew closer because of it. 
There was a lot more respect,” Foretto said. 
He credits his mother with helping him feel

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comfortable when he returned. “She was al- 
ways the one to say, ‘Do you need something? 
Do you want something?’ and never to the 
point where it became irritating.” 

Still, there are some relatives who don’t 
quite grasp what veterans experience over- 
seas. 

West said some rela- 
tives didn’t believe she 
had PTSD despite be- 
ing diagnosed. She had 
anxiety attacks, night- 
mares, trouble sleeping. 

She watched the doors 
at places such as restau- 
rants because she was 
jumpy and she avoided 
crowds and clubs. 

“Not being able to 
really express what’s go- 
ing on with me— the 
flashbacks, why I can’t 
deal with fireworks on 
the Fourth of July mood 
swings— not really un- 
derstanding how they 
can cope with it and 
help me cope with it was 
a little difficult,” West 
said. 

In spite of some diffi- 
culties, West said, some 
family members were 
supportive and encour- 
aged her to get help. 

She’s been in therapy for 
two years and is pursu- 
ing a degree in human 
services at DePaul Uni- 
versity

Relationship obstacles 

War experiences can put a strain on marriages 
and relationships with significant others. 
Some relationships don’t survive for reasons 
including isolation on the part of veterans and 
a failure to communicate with their partners. 
Other couples work to strengthen their bond. 

Glen Johnson suffered from depression 
and PTSD after returning from deployment 
to Afghanistan from 2001-2002. He went 
back to the Middle East and spent 13 months 
in Iraq in 2005 as a Navy Corpsman provid- 
ing medical attention. When he returned, he 
refused to get treatment for PTSD. 

“With most veterans that come back from 


over there, we’re pretty much in denial,” said 
Johnson, 49, who lives in Hyde Park. “We be- 
lieve we’re OK even though we know there’s a 
problem. There’s the thing of feeling embar- 
rassed about it all. We feel like we can handle 
it on our own, but in reality there’s no such 
thing.” 

When his outbursts 
started affecting his re- 
lationship with his fian- 
cee, he decided to seek 
counseling at her urging. 
He said he doesn’t want 
to lose her. 

Army Staff Sgts. Allis- 
sa and Mark Barnhorst 
are determined to avoid 
becoming a military di- 
vorce statistic. That’s 
why the couple from 
Fort Wayne, Ind., who 
met in the same unit and 
were in Iraq at the same 
time, participate in the 
Army’s Strong Bonds 
program. 

Strong Bonds, a chap- 
lain-led program that 
works on strengthening 
marriages and improv- 
ing communication, 
hosted a three-day mar- 
riage enrichment retreat 
this month at a down- 
town hotel. 

“It’s really nice to get 
a weekend alone with- 
out work, or friends, or 
any family, or anything 
else going on, just to 
spend time with the 
two of us,” said Allissa, 23, now a reservist. 
The Barnhorsts have been married for three 
years. 

The program isn’t just for couples with 
rocky marriages. Mark Barnhorst, 25, said the 
program is beneficial for couples with a tie to 
the military “pretty much to reconnect.” For 
example, at the retreat, couples do exercises 
to get to know each other better, toast their 
spouses and express what they appreciate 
about their spouses and have a designated 
date night. 

“We don’t even have kids and it’s still so im- 
portant,” Allissa said.

Cyclist killed on Dan Ryan 


Friend, police don’t 
know why he was in 
express lanes at night

Christopher Hippchen didn’t own a car, and he 
often commuted by bicycle between his home in 
Edgewater and his job as a cook at Soldier Field, a 
friend said. 

But Hippchen had Sunday off, and neither a 
friend nor state police can figure out why the 
28 -year-old man was on his bike in the north- 
bound express lanes of the Dan Ryan Expressway 
after dark when he was struck and killed by an 
SUV 


“I don’t know what he 
was doing down there,” 
said Brian Rowe, Hip- 
pchen’s friend. 

Hippchen, who lived in 
the 5200 block of North 
Sheridan Road, was on 
the expressway near 55th 
Street, three miles south of 
Soldier Field, when he was 
struck by a black Lexus LX470 at about 9:15 p.m. 
Sunday according to Illinois State Police. 

He was pronounced dead on the scene, accord- 
ing to the Cook County medical examiner’s office. 

The driver of the Lexus, who stopped follow- 
ing the crash, had not been cited Monday in the 
incident, a state police dispatcher said. 


Before the crash, Keisha West said she was trav- 
eling south on the Dan Ryan near the Chicago 
Skyway ramp when she saw a man in a T-shirt and 
shorts standing over a bicycle on the left shoulder 
of the express lanes. 

“He looked like one of those bike messengers 
waiting at a stoplight. It looked like he was about 
to dart out,” said West, 23. “I thought I was imag- 
ining things.” 

Another motorist who did not want to be iden- 
tified said she saw a bicyclist riding south in the 
Dan Ryan’s northbound express lanes near the 
Stevenson Expressway at about 8:40 p.m. 

Police did not specify which direction Hip- 
pchen was riding when he was struck. Riding a bi- 
cycle on the expressways is prohibited, according 
to the Illinois Secretary of State website.

2 on flight from O’Hare charged with preparing attack

Two Aemeni men who arrived in Amsterdam on 
a flight from Chicago were arrested Monday by 
Dutch authorities and charged with preparing 
a terrorist attack after officials found suspicious 
items in their luggage, Dutch and U.S. officials said. 

The men may have been trying to test U.S. air- 
port security, CNN reported. 

U.S. authorities requested the arrest after dis- 
covering that one of the men had checked his lug- 
gage from Chicago to Dulles International Air- 
port in Virginia, but then left O’Hare Airport on a 
different flight to Amsterdam, said a U.S. official, 


who asked not to be identified. 

The luggage sent to Virginia contained a cell 
phone taped to a bottle of Pepto-Bismol, in ad- 
dition to three cell phones taped together and 
several watches taped together. The owner of the 
luggage, Ahmed Mohamed Nasser al Soofi, a Ye- 
meni citizen who lives in Detroit, also was carry- 
ing $7,000 in cash, said a Dutch official, who also 
spoke on condition of anonymity 

After sending his luggage to Dulles, Al Soofi 
was joined in Chicago by a second man, Hezam al 
Murisi, and the two men flew on United Airlines 
flight 908 to Amsterdam. U.S. air marshals also 


were on the flight. 

Al Soofi’s luggage was flown to Virginia and 
was headed for Dubai and then Yemen. But 
once authorities learned al Soofi had flown on 
a different flight, federal officials in Virginia or- 
dered the flight returned to the gate to remove 
al Soofi’s luggage. Another inspection revealed 
no explosives. 

In a statement Monday night, the Department 
of Homeland Security confirmed that authorities 
found “suspicious items” in checked luggage and 
said the items weren’t dangerous in and of them- 
selves.

Earl zeroes in on U.S. 


□ SAN JUAN, Puerto

Authorities 
suspect 
arson in 
mosque fire 

□ MURFREESBORO, Tenn. Suspected 
arson at the future site of a mosque 
has “really raised the fear factor” among 
area Muslims, a representative of the 
mosque said Monday. 

The Saturday morning blaze de- 
stroyed an earth mover and damaged 
three other vehicles at the future site 
of the Islamic Center of Murfreesboro, 
said Camie Ayash, a spokeswoman for 
the center. The fire is under investiga- 
tion, but “you can reasonably make the 
assumption” that it was deliberately set, 
FBI Assistant Special Agent Keith Mo- 
ses said Sunday 

“The evidence is being analyzed to 
see what the origin of the fire was,” said 
Moses, with the FBI’s Nashville bureau. 
“We have to follow the facts.” 

Ayash told CNN’s ‘American 
Morning” on Monday the incident has 
provoked mixed reactions in the com- 
munity, but “has really raised the fear 
factor for everyone. ... We see the dif- 
ferent type of fear with our children. 
It is very hard to explain to children 
what is going on. It is hard to explain 
to the little kids when they ask you, 
‘Mommy, are these people for us or 
against us?’ ” 

The blaze is being investigated by the 
FBI, the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, 
Firearms and Explosives, and the Ruth- 
erford County sheriff’s office. 


‘Any small shift in 

the track could dramatically alter whether it 
makes landfall or whether it remains over the 
open ocean,” said Wallace Hogsett, a meteo- 
rologist at the center. “I can’t urge enough to 
just stay tuned.” 

In the Caribbean, Earl caused flooding in 
low-lying areas and damaged homes on islands 
including Antigua and Barbuda, Anguilla and 
St. Maarten. Several countries and territories 


reported power outages. Cruise ships were di- 
verted and flights canceled across the region. 

The storm’s center passed just north of the 
British Virgin Islands on Monday afternoon. 
It gradually was moving away from the Carib- 
bean and was forecast to approach the Mid- 
Atlantic region around Thursday before curv- 
ing back out to sea, potentially swiping New 
England or far-eastern Canada. 


The Hurricane Center said it was too 
early to say what effect Earl would have in 
the U.S., but warned it could at least kick 
up dangerous rip currents. A surfer died in 
Florida and a Maryland swimmer has been 
missing since Saturday in waves spawned 
by former Hurricane Danielle, which weak- 
ened to a tropical storm Monday far out in 
the north Atlantic.

CLEVELAND For all the controversy that has 
surrounded Manny Ramirez during his 17 sea- 
sons in the major leagues, his role will remain 
the same once he joins the White Sox. 

“If a guy can go there butt naked— they 
don’t have to wear a uniform— and they can 
win a game for me, then I’m happy for them,” 
manager Ozzie Guillen said Monday after 
Ramirez was awarded to the Sox on a waiver 
claim from the L.A. Dodgers at a cost of about 
$3.8 million. 

“My job is to try and make those guys win and 
make sure we keep this group together; we have 
discipline and we take care of each other.” 

And produce. The Sox are looking for 
Ramirez to fortify a lineup, but not carry it as he 
did two years ago in L.A., where his days ended 
after hitting eight home runs in 66 games in an 
injury-plagued season. 

“It’s happened and it’s possible, but I don’t 
think it’s fair to expect that from one person,”

At the same time, his new teammates were 
careful not to jump to conclusions because of 
Ramirez’s checkered past and how it might af- 
fect a tight-knit clubhouse. 

“Tou can’t pass judgment on someone you 
haven’t been around,” Mark Kotsay said. “Ob- 
viously, as a club, we’re welcoming a great player 
who has contributed to past teams who have 
won World Series.” 

Said general manager Ken Williams: “What’s 
wrong with a little flair? What’s wrong with a 
little character and having a little fun in the pro- 
cess? As long as Manny plays hard and goes out 
there and goes about his business as a pro, there 
will be no issues here.”
